S.O. 54(E).—Whereas the organisation known as the 
Tripura/Tribal National Volunteers’ (hereinafter relerred to 
a* the TNV)— 

(i) which has proclaimed as its objective the establish¬ 
ment of an ‘independent Tripura’ comprising the 
State of Tripura and continue to maintain the said 
objective of bringing about secession of the said 
State from the Union of India ; 

(ii) which in furtherance of the aforesaid objective, has 
been employing its members in attacking the Secu¬ 
rity Forces and the Civil Government and killing 
the inndeent citizens in the State of Tripura and 
indulging in acts of looting, intimidation against 
the civilian population for recruitment of persons 
and collection of funds for its organisation ; 


(iv) which has by its violent activities, particularly, aim¬ 
ed at killing npn-tribals, especially in the Autono¬ 
mous District Council Areas which prc predominant¬ 
ly inhabited by tribals, tried to create ethnic trou¬ 
ble between tribHls and non-tribals in Tripura , 


And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that for the reasons aforesaid, the TNV is an unlawful asso¬ 
ciation ; 


And whereas the Central Government is further of the 
opinion that because of its repeated activities which arc anti¬ 
national, subversive and seditious in character, attacks by 
armed groups of the aforesaid TNV on the police forces and 
killing of non-tribals with a view to creating ethnic trouble, 
immediate action is called for and it is, therefore, necessary 
to declare the TNV to be unlawful with immediate effect ; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by 
sub-section (1) of section 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Act, 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the Tripura/Tribal National Volunteers 
to be unlawful association and directs, in" exercise of 
the powers conferred by the proviso to sub-section 
(3) of that section, that the this notification shall, sub¬ 
ject to any order that may be made under section 4 of the 
said Act, have effect from the date of its publication in the 
Official Gazette.
